Leaders Outside McKinley Phalanx 


Will Stand by Their Guns, 


Great Struggle Over the Finan- 


cial Plank—Platt is Still Boss 
Over the New York Delegation 
—Miller a Traitor—The A. P. A. 
in Evidence—A Bolt Towards 
Reed. 


St. .LOUIS, June 16.—It is estimated 


15,000 etrangers are the guests of the 
Mound city. The Southern and Planters' 
hotels, whore the-.headquarters of the 
Principal delegations "are located, were 
thronged, to the doors all day yesterday. 
Bands played In the rotundas, and kept 
the crowds that pushed their -way up 
and down the broad marble staircases, 
until they seemed to creak under their 
burdens. In a good humor^ while delega- 
tions met and leaders conferred behind 
closed doers a'a to the final details. The 
most remarkable feature about the con- 
vention so far has been-the absence oE 
bad blood among the partisans of the 
various candidates. The triumph oC 
McKln'.ey has been so complete thus far 
that fclg friends can afford to be mag- 
nanimous, and his opponents can do 
nothing but acquiesce In tlie ascertained 
will of the majority. The partisans oE 
Reed, Quay, Morton and Allison still 
wear their buttons, and are as staunch 
as ever In their loyalty, but they realize 
the helplessness oE making shrieking or 
offensive demonstrations in favor of their 
champion, and the managers of the anti- 
McKlnley candidates have practically 
sheathed their swords. This does not 
mean that they have abandoned the 
field, with the exception of Governor 
Bradley oC Kentucky. i*ho dropped out 
Sunday riljht. The names of the othsr 
candidates will be presented and voted 
for, 
and will probably poll their full 


strength. -.Indeed, the Reed men hfl.vo 
labored assiduously to rally their fol- 
lowers to the Maine man. They have 
appealed to his friends to go down .with 
colors flying. So, too, with the follow- 
ers of Morton, Allison and Quay. But 
no one ventures to suggest the possi- 
bility of HcKinley's defeat. 


CONVENTION HAIL AT ST. LOUIB. 


The real struggle that Is going on is 


over the financial p.lank In the platform. 
Around it air Interest centers. Beyond 
the disputes In the various delegations 
over the supremacy of men and factions, 
It is almost the sole object of plots and 
counter plots. 
It Is the real battle- 


ground. In phrase and word it Is all Im- 
portant. 
Upon tariff, upon all other 


questions, there Is substantial unity, but 
the differences "upon It are as irreconcil- 
able as the poles, and the radical silver 
men are prepared to stake their all upon 
the Issue. Knowing they cannot suc- 
need, they are even-now formulating the 
manifesto that will sever their allegiance 
to the Republican party. But these radi- 
cal sliver men are largely outnumbered. 
Headed by Senator Teller of Colorado, 
they have only mustered five states, and 
perhaps one territory—less than 50 dele- 
gates In all, out of a total of over BOO.

The real struggle Is between those In 


favor of a declaration for the main- 
tenance of a 
gold 
standard, except 


through an International agreement, and 
those whose friendliness to* silver,. al- 
though 'opposed to free coinage, makes 
them seek to avoid a specific endorse- 
ment o£ the gold standard. The result 
of the meeting of the various state dele- 
gations yesterday demonstrated 
em- 


phatically that the convention will not 
dodge the issue, nor equivocate.In lan- 
guage. Twenty-eight states, compris- 
ing the territory east oC the Mississippi 
and almost the entire south, elected 
members of the resolutions committee, 
commanding and instructing them to 
vote for the gold standard. 


Minnesota. 
Wisconsin, 
Nebraska, 


t>regqn and Washington also fook strong 
ground for gold. In Indiana, General 
Lew.Wallace was chosen a. member of 
the resolutions committee, alter he had 
declared that he would, not stand on the 
Indiana plank; and that the utterances 
for the maintenance of the^ g-old stand- 
ard could not be made too strong for him. 
Minnesota, with her IS votes, instructed 
ex-Governor Merriam to Insist upon a 
declaration of the gold standard. Mich- 
igan ar.d several of the northwestern 
states, notably Iowa, and the Dakotas, 
and several of the 
southern states, 


notably Georgia, Mississippi and Louis- 
iana, announced their opposition to free 
coinage, but'did not:favor a too radical 


deslaratlon In favor of the gold stand; 
ard. 
Iowa was particularly solicitous, 


and feared that it might carry the north- 
west into the Democratic camp, Incase 
the Chicago convention pronounced later 
for silver. The eastern delegates are 
overjoyed at the outcome, and believe 
that the result of yesterday's action re- 
moves the last uncertainty as to taa 
character oE the financial plank. 


The exact language of the plank has 


not yet been drawn. Mr. Hanna, to 
whom :L!| eyes are turned, and to' whcm 
all are agreed belongs the distinction o[ 
being the dominating powor In the con- 
vention, has had many planks presented 
to him, but all mean practically the 
same thing, the maintenance of the gold 
standard, until an international agree- 
ment can be reached, and unalterably 
opposition to free coinage. Coupled with 
these declarations will be undoubtedly 
a declaration in favor of such use of sil- 
>er as the needs .of commerce demand, 
but not beyond the point where the 
maintenance of the parity wold be en- 
dangered. 
Senator-elect Foralcer ot 


Ohio, who in to be chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, has prepared a 
rough draft of a platform covering moat 
of the subjects to be presented, and this 
will furnish the basis for the work oi 
constructing the platform. 


The selection by the various state dele- 


tations of their memberships on the 
committees was not marked by sensa- 
tional Incidents, save la New York and 
Missouri. In New York all the smol- 
dering bitterness between the Platt and 
antl-Platt factions broke forth, and ex- 
Senator Miller, the head of the anti- 
Platt faction, threw down the gage ot 
defiance: to the New York leader. He 
made a. ringing speech, in which ho 
spurned the leadership of a ma< who had 
declared that McKinley was unfit for the 
presidency, and moved to depose him 
by making- Chauncey ar. Depew chair- 
man of the delegation. There were hot 
words on both sides. Thurlow Barnes 
denounced the Herklmerstatesman, who 
had beun Instructed for Morton, as a 
traitor. The antl-Platt faction polled 
17 out of 71? votes In the delegation, and 
Mr. Platt was re-elected chairman. In 
the Missouri delegation, Cnauncey I. 
Filley, who for many years had been the 
Mssourl representative on the national 
committee, was defeated In his ambi- 
tion to again be a national committee- 
man, and Elchard Kerens was selected. 
This is the outcome of a long struggle 
for supremacy. 


The situation as to the vice presidency 


continues indefinite. 
Opinion does not 


seem to crystallize. The talk of Hobart 
of New Jersey, Lippitt of P.hode Island 
and Evana of Tennessee goes on, but 
does not saem to be regarded seriously. 
There was a strong belief that, perhaps, 
the New York delegation, could agree on 
some one who would be satisfactory to 
both factions, and there was a renewed 
discussion of Governor Morton and ex- 
Secretary oC the Navy Tracey, but when 
the factions declared war to the hilt, ail 
the Ideu. of New York furnishing the 
tall of the ticket was abandoned. 
Al- 


though the Maine delegation Is not ad- 
vertising the fact, It Is most certain that 
they will present the name of ex-Gov- 
ernor Cleaves. Representative Ding-ley 
of Maine, who was spoken of, does not 
covet the honor. There Is still a linger- 
ing hopi; among a vast number of the 
delegates that Speaker Reed will ba 
nominated by a spontaneous outburst 
In the convention, and if he Is, they do 
not believe he could decline, any more 
than Logan could In 1834 or Hendrlcks 
and Thurman could1 when they were 
placed on the Democratic tickets In 1884 
and 188S, respectively. 


The appearance of two Rhode Island- 


ers in the field as candidates for tlio 
vice presidency has thrust upon the dele- 
gation from that state a most embar- 
rassing situation. All of the delegated 
are friendly to Governor Llppltt^and to 
ex-Governor Brown also, but brought to 
the brink of choice between the two they 
are at a loss to know how they can pro- 
tect the Interests of the state without 
creating factions. Discussion has waxerl 
warm In the delegation as the result at 
a practical agreement that the delegates 
are to refrain from taking part In either 
man's canvass. If Llppitt and Brown 
are formally nominated their names will 
be presented by others than Rhode lal- 
and delegates. 
Both have established 


headquarters here, have decorated their 
looms elaborately, and have distributed 
much 
literature, 
setting forth 
their 


claims to the office. 


It is conceded on all hands-that Mr. 


Hanna will be made chairman of the 
national committee if he will accept. 
He has not yet signified his acceptance 
in explicit terms, but he said enough to 
convince his friends of his willingness 
to assume the duties of the place. The 
selection of a national chairman is al- 
ways left to the presidential candidate. 
Senator Gallinger's name has been men- 
tioned In connection with the chairman- 
ship, but it will probably not be pressed 
IE Mr. Hanna is a candidate. 


It'Is now claimed that owing to the fact 


tbat Chauncey I. Filley-was turned down 
by the Missouri delegates yesterday, 
some of the Filley men will Jump from 
McKlnley.to Reed. It Is stated that five 
of them signed an agreement to vote for 
Reed, and others are claimed. 


As a result of much telegraphic nego- 


tiations between St Louis and Albany, 
it Is definitely stated, on what is believed 
to be good authority, that Governor Mor- 
ton has finally yielded to the solicitation 
oC his friends, and has agreed to accept

City Solicitor Qua- had City Engineer 


Bowerrf called as the first witness. 


}£r. Bowers had with him the records of 


the street committee meetings during the 
year. By request of ilr. Qua lie referred 
tit his records to see if the committee met 
April 13.. He leaxned they did, and then 
proceeded to read the records of the meet- 
ing. -( It 
was learned that Councilman 


Drewett was present 
at the meeting-, 


though previous to.this the general belief 
was that the councilman from Ward Six. 
toot no part in the session, from, •wuich.th.e

Many defects on a pluto 
develop themselves where least expected. 
The 
double telescope 'will reduce the 


chances of error enormously, as if two pho- 
tographic streaky are found upon both 
plates, and in the same relative position 
with a Rtar or stars, It Is almost ceMtnin 
to be a. planetoid. '' 


Professor Erashear, in speaking last 


night of the new instrument und Its prob- 
able worth to the world In tho hands of 
Dr. Voli, said: 


"Dr. Wolf, as director of tho Heidelberg 


observatory, was the first astronomer to 
discover asteroids photographically. "When > 
a photograph Is to be taken of the stars, I 
the instrument Is held rigidly and accu- 
rately upon any one star In tho field of 
stow to be taken. No clockwork has ever 
been devised that will do th^ well enough 
on account of cho difference In the refrac- 
tion of tho atmosphere ^it various angles. 
Tho observer, constantlyVuitclung in a vis- 
mil telescope TO -which thu photopa-dpluo 
telescope is attached, touches an independ- 
ent screw, giving sucii a slight additional 
motion as will keep the star accurately 
upon one point on the plate. 
: 


"Now, ag the stars have no motion in re- 


lation to one another that CEm be detected 
in so short a time as a photographic plato 
IB exposed, each star vdll be found as a 
small circular disk on the photographic 
plato when ic is developed and iu its prop- 
er relative position. 
It is not so with the 


asteroids. These little bodice revolving be- 
tween the orbits of Mars and Jupiter will 
in the course of a few hours leave a track 
on the photographic plate if such bodies 
are moving among the stars that are be- 
ing photographed. They -will leave a track 
or fcnill Instead of a circular disk. ITor an 
exposure of about four hours the trail is 
one-tenth inch long. As the troll is usual- 
ly very faint a second photograph is taken 
of the same region, and If the trail is found 
to havo continued itself In the same track 
.then it is quite certain ic is an asteroid or 
one of the smaller planets. 


"Dr Wolf was the first astronomer to 


discover asteroids by this method, and in u 
few years he has added about 40 of these 
planetoids to our system. He has also re- 
discovered by photography a number of 
others that have been found visually. All 
-this has been done with very meager 
means.11 


Tho eight inch double telescope ordered 


by the Imperial observatory of Japnn at 
Tokyo for Director Tirao Is very nearly 
ready and will be shipped about the first of 
next -week. This instrument was mudo es- 
pecially by Professor Brashear for photo- 
graphing - the solar corona- at the time of 
tho eclipsoof the sun-which occurs Aug. 8, 
this year. It is to be sec up near Ycddo, 
•which is in the line of totality. The Amer- 
ican observers from Ajnherst university 
arc already on their way in a private 
rccbrt., and the party from Lick observa- 
tory sailed Hay 28. 


Professor Bmshear is also making all 


tho optical equipment for the Royal ob- 
servatory at Cape of Good Hopo nnd a six 
inch double photographic telescope for 
Harvard university observatory. — Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

•who can be Eesthetically pious on several 
thousand a year, preach as though it 
were iv mere matter of wicked perversity 
on the. purt of common humanity that 
they choose to bo poverty stricken, wick- 
ed nnd wretched. There are preachers— 
nil houor to them—who are sacrificing 
everything dear to them in life for tho 
etiko of defending labor's canse. Rev. 
Stitt Wilson of this city, who but last 
week lost bis pulpit for liis noble win- 
ter's work, said: ' 'From the beginning 
of my ministry I assisted in and pro- 
moted tho work of charity, until I saw 
thut it conlfl not cure-"poverty. The la- 
bor question lies at the "bottom of that, 
aiicl cold victuals and bundles of old 
clothes .will never solve tha labor prob- 
lem." 


But by contrast another 
minister 


.preached a sorrnon recently, taking as a 
complement to his text the story of a 
runn who killed himself, his wife and 
several children because he had long 
heeu out of work and had no money and 
no prospect of eiiming nny. There have 
been several such cases here in rich Chi- 
cago, but the reverend mentioned only 
this one. Ho dwelt upon the great folly 
of modern times, the love of money, ex- 
patiating upon the sacrifices made for 
it, the evil results, etc., and cited this 
wretched man as an esamplo. The man 
loved money so much that for lack of it 
ho actually killed himself and family 1

kempt and sordid, they are spending 
their lives amid iioisc, danger and dirt, 
and into tha "homea," crowded, fetid, 
miserable, where youth and love gasp 
and wither and are robbed of their nat- 
ural joys. Then I wonld ask her what 
choico these women have and where 
she proposes to put the "saved" wom- 
en? Charitable "homes" will not Eetcle 
the question, for they ore but doubtful 
alternatives. Every wrong, every great 
need for reform, sinks deep down into 
the economic problem. Its roots tvrine 
thero with the fibers of other evils. Not 
one con. be dealt with thoroughly with- 
out taking into consideration the whole 
industrial quastion. Until this is gen- 
erally acknowledged, it behooves us to 
draw dark piotures of the most realistic 
kind.

IVorklncmen Make a Fair Bus- 


KefitionB to Their Xtlcli Countrymen. 
At a recent meeting of "Wolworth 


workingmen the following address to 
the millionaires of England was carried 
unanimously : 


' '"Wo -workingmen of Wai worth beg 


to address tho millicjaires'of England. 
Wo havo heard of the sudden deaih of 
•Baron Hirsch. We have been reminded 
of his immense wealth. 
Wo have read 


of the way in which he placed millions 
at the service of his poor and suffering 
fellowmen, and especially of his com- 
patriots, tho Jews. 


"We beg to appeal to you. a3 English- 


men whether you also will not use your 
millions for the elevation at your poor 
fellow Englishmen. Many of you-hnvo 
acquired or increased your wealth in tho 
metropolis of tho world. 
We -vraut to 


ask you whether yon would not nso 
your great resources in transforming 
and beautifying the poorest districts of 
London. 


"We wish, for example, to remind 


you that this parish of St. Mary's, Now- 
ington, contains on an area of less than 
one Bqnare mile a population of • more 
than 115,000. 
On this small patch of 


English soil are crowded together as 
many people as wonld form the popu- 
lation of many a great provincial town. 
And this densely crowded district is 
wholly without park or public 'space of 
any kind, except a small disused grave- 
yard. 
\Vo appeal to you •whetb.er the 


purchase of the requisite land .and the 
gift of a public park to this poverty 
stricken neighborhood would not ba a 
fitting "object for your public spirit, on 
the lookout, as we wish it to be, for 
means of. enriching your fellow coun- 
trymen. 


"The suddenness oi Baron Hirsch's 


end reminds you ' that your life, like 
his, is in the hands .of a power which 
may as • unexpectedly recall it in. your 
case.

HEAVY FORGERIES 


Charged Against the Farmers' Loan and 


Trust Company. 


New York. June 1C.—There has been 


an extensive iore:ery of the bonds-of the 
Purham Water Co. of North Carolina, 
wliloh are guaranteed by the Farmers' 
"Loan and Trust company. The; bonds 
have a face value of J1000. The forged 
bonds that have.already come'to light 
aggregate Sol.OOO. The last of the Corged 
bonds to appear were called to the at- 
tention of Vice President Searles of the 
Farmers' Loon and Trust company on 
Friday last, by a firm of Boston lawyers. 
They said they had six of the bonds, and 
sent on one for a verification of his sig- 
nature. Mr. Searles at once pronounced 
the bond a forgery The six forged bonds 
that have turned up in Boston were 
given to the town- oC Maynard, Mass., 
by Howland & Ellis, a firm of contract- 
ors, as socurlty for the performance ot a 
contract on which they defaulted. The 
Maynard authorities are trying to locate 
the forger.

The 
leaders In the middle -west states, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, "Wisconsin, Minnesota 
nnd Nebraska, were equally strong In 
their Insistence upon a declaration thai 
would not be open to the charge of equiv- 
ocation. 
Mlchigran, Iowa and South 
Dakota, three of these tiers of states, 
stood out against a declaration favoring 
In terms tho present gold standard. 
THny rather favored something distinct- 
ively friendly to Silver, while affirming 
their opposition to free colns.ge, under 
existing 
circumstances. 
The 
plank 


asreed upon by the lowadeleeatlonyes- 
terday afternoon, after 
a. four-hour 


struggle, and "which Is understood to 
have the endorsement: of Senator Alli- 
son, 
fully sets forth this Idea. 
That 


plank "was as follows: 


"We favor the use of gold, silver and 


paper as the money of the United States, 
all to be kept on a parity of-value, and 
the enactment of necessary laws to ac- 
complish the purpose. We also favor 
the use of sliver as International money, 
either through international agreement, 
to secure a common ratio with free coin- 
age at such ratio, or by the agreement 
between nations, or by concurrent legis- 
lation o[ the leading, nations to accom- 
plish the same purpose. 


"That, pending such an arrangement, 


which should be promoted by the people 
D£ the United States, It is unwise and In- 
rxpedient for the United States alone to 
adopt a free col nage of silver, at the ratio 
of IS to 1, and, therefore, we opposie such 
free coinage of silver." 


The leaders In the middle west offered 


the plank which follows. 


This plank was submitted to Senator 


Lodge and other eastern men today, as 
a substitute for the plank, proposed by 
them yesterday, 
and had been ac- 


cepted by them as satisfactory. This, It 
Is believed, ends the long fight over the 
financial plank of the platform. 


Senator-elect Foraker, ivho Is the 


chairman on the resolutions committee, 
will present it to the committee. This is 
the resolution: 


"The Republican party is unreservedly 


for sound money.' It caused the enact- 
ment of the law providing for the re- 
sumption of. specie payments In 1S7Q; 
since then every dollar has been as good 
as gold. We are unalterable to every 
measure calculated to/debase our cur- 
rency or impair the credit of our coun- 


j try. We are, therefore, opposed to the 


free and unlimited coinage o£ silver, ex- j 
cept by International agreement, which • 
we favor, and until suoh agreement can j 
be obtajned the existing gold standard I 
should be preserved. We favor the use i 
of sliver as currency, but to the extent I 
only that Its parity with gold can he 
maintained, and we favor all measures 
designed to maintain Inviolably the 
money, of the United States, whether 
co'ln or paper, the standard of the most 
enlightened nations of the earth." 


The New York T.ow. 


Ex-Senator 
Thomas C. Platt -was 


elected chairman of the New York dele- 
gation yesterday afternoon, by a vote of 
53. to 17 for Warner Miller. The delega- 
tion met at 2 o'clock, and at once ilr. 
Sutherland made a motion for the ad- 
mission ot the press. This was carried, 
and Mr. Depew asked the further pleas- 
ure of the meeting. Mr. Lauterbach ob- 
tained the-floor and criticised the action 
of Mr. Miller, and then proceeded to say 
that while It was conceded that there 
•would not be any use In carrying to the 
committee on credentials and conven- 
tion the seating of the anti-Morton dele- 
gates, still he thought that the delega- 
tion should protest against the seating 
of those delegates by'the national com- 
mittee. He thought that the unseated 
'delegates should be allowed to vote on 
these questions. Gerfcral McCook, one 
ol the anti-Morton men, objected, and 
made a hard argument in favor of his 
own right In the matter. 


The matter was noted on the minutes, 


and then Mr. Depew arose and made a 
brief statement. He said: "I have r.o 
desire to occupy any other place In this 
body, or have any other honor except 
that of presenting the name of Governor 
Morton. My friend, Mr. Miller, has made 
a mistake In misconstruing my answer 
to his remarks to me about being chair- 
man of the meeting. I will not stand 
for chairman urJiess my election Is unani- 
mous." 


Mr. Miller arose and stated: "I did 


ask Mr. Depew whether he Tvould ac- 
cept this nomination, and he answered 
yes, and since the meeting this morn- 
ing 'he again assured me he -would ac- 
cept it. I stand here to repudiate the 
leadership of fthe man who has declared 
that McKinley is unfit- for the office of 
president. -1 cannot stand under such 
a banner. I cannot go forward with the 
world pointing Its finger at me and say- 
Ing: 
'How can you vote for a man 


whose ability you have questioned?' I 
regi-et, Mr. Chairman, that you will nut 
accept the office. I for one will not fal- 
low the leadership o£ Platt." 


Thurlow W. Barnes, standing directly 


In front ot Mr. Miller, then talked at 
him in some of the most violent language 
that has been heard, while the majority 
of the delegates applauded. "This man," 
he said, "who -was elected to represent 
the state'ot New York as preferring the 
candidacy of Levl P. Morton, has turned i 
over to McKinley. Why? Who Is the 
traitor? 
(cries of''"Miller"). What ia 


the Issue? 
Why is It Miller against] 


Platt, and that alone?" The people do: 


McCook Insisted, and named - Warner 
Miller. Then John Raines rose, and In 
scathing terms denounced Miller. -He 
said: 
"Now the gentleman has placed 


himself In the position he coveted, shall 
we choose a Republican or a bicker? A 
chronic kicker from Herklmer. a man 
whose place is never known, who was 
never faithful to any man or party? 
That Is the issue. 
I hurl back irrthe 


Herklmer stateman's teeth the state- 
ment that Mr. Platt has maligned'Mc- 
Kinley. When election time comes,"and 
New.

Senator J. II. Gallinger of New Hamp- 


shire, chairman of. the senate commit- 
tee on pensions, has prepared a resolu- 
tion on pensions, which lie will submit 
to the committee on resolutions, and ask 
that.it be incorporated in the platform. 
It follows: 


"The veterans ot the Union armies 


deserve and should receive fair treat- 
ment and generous recognition. Their 
heroism, and sufferings are matters of 
history, and furnish a bright contribu- 
tion to the glory of our nation and the 
grandeur of Its institutions. Whenever 
practicable, they should be given the 
preference In the matter of employment, 
and they have a right to demand the 
enactment of such laws as are best cal- 
cula.ted to secure to them the blessings 
and llberltles for which they fought. A 
grateful government should ungrudg- 
ingly nnd glad.ly contribute of its rev- 
enues to fulfill the pledges made In the 
dark days of the country's peril, and we 
demand that the pension laws shall be 
construed and executed so as to protect 
soldiers in their rights ar.d to make less 
difficult" than now the adjudication oJ 
their claims. 


"We denounce the.practice In the pen- 


sion bureau of. reducing pensions and 
arbitrarily erasing names from the rolls, 
so recklessly and unjustly carried on by 
the present administration as subver- 
sive of the rights of the soldier and 
'deserving of tha severest condemnation 
of the American people." 


Senator Lowell of New Jersey and the 


New England delegates have been doing 
missionary work among the members of 
the committee on resolutions in the in- 
terest ot a strong shipping plank In the 
platform. From the result of their work 
the insertion of the plank they have pre- 
pared' IE assured. The plank Is as fol- 
lows:

"We pledge ourselves to restore the 


American policy of discriminating du- 
ties for the protection of our shipping in 
the foreign carrying trade, so that 
American ships, the product o£ Ameri- 
can labor employed In American ship- 
yards, sailing under the Stars arid 
Stripes, and manned, officered and owned 
by Americans, shall have the carrying of 
American commerce." 


To Bolt or >Tot to Bolt? 


The delegates from the silver states 


have again postponed their meeting, 
and It Is now uncertain whether a joint 
conference of the delegates from the 
different states will be held until after 
the committee on resolutions act upon 
the platform. 


The change of plan Is duo to the fact 


that some difference of opinion has been 
developed In some of the states as to the 
most advisable course to be pursued. 
In some Instances there Is a division as 
to the wisdom of a bolt, whatever the 
platform may be. This fact was brought 
out at the meetings of the state delega- 
tions held yesterday. It Is believed that 
H may be possible to secure an under- 
standing upon which the delegates may 
act together, though it is conceded that 
this Is not altogether probable. 


The division exists in the' Montana 


and Utah delegations. 
The Montana 


delegation Is evenly divided, with Sena- 
tor Mantle heading the wing favorable 
to walking out of the convention, and 
Senator Carter heading the forces op- 
posed to this action, there being three 
delegates on each side. 


This subject formed the basis of quite 


a stormy scene at the meeting of the 
delegation yesterday. 
Senator Carter 


advanced the Idea that the silver men 
could be Juat as effective by uttering a 
strong protest against the adoption of 
a gold plank, and still remaining in the 
convention, while Senator Mantle con- 
tended that the only course left to the 
silver men was to leave the convention, 
In case it should decide upon a course so 
antagonistic to their belief as would be 
the adoption of a gold standard declara- 
tion. Both senators are, however, anxi- 
ous to preserve harmony In the party In 
their state, and both will hesitate be- 
fore separating upon this Issue. 


In Utah there is a majority favorable 


to a bolt. Senator Brown, who did not 
stand with the other senators from the 
silver-producing- states In their antagon- 
ism to the Dingley tariff, bill, will not 
bolt. One other member of the delega- 
tion may stand with him, but the other 
delegates will walk-out of the conven- 
tion, in case of the adoption of a declara- 
tion ' for 
gold monometallism.

Colorado and Idaho delegations are 
solid for a bolt.

Seats in the public hearing- room •would 


have .sold at a premium Jast night hadthey 
been offered for sale. 


B eft ire the 
investigation commenced 


every seat waa taken, spectators were lined 
around the room, and the corridors -were 
crowded. Business men, professional men 
and common citizens were in ihe crowd 
that stood patiently for over three hours 
and h»;ard the testimony brought out. 


City Solicitor Qua had City Engineer 


Bowers called aa the first witness. 


Ir. Bowers had with him the records of 


the street committee meetings during the 
year. 
By requeue of Mr. Qua he referred 


to his records to see i£ the committee met 
April 13. He learned "they did, and then 
proceeded to read the records of the meet- 
ing. 
Lt -was learned that Councilman 


Drewett was present at the meeting, 
though previous to this the general belief

Alderman Tryder. 


Chairman Tryder o£/he board of alder- 


men was called to testify. He said: •'! 
am in the livery stable business and have 
bought and sold horses. I saw the horses 
sold by the city this year at public auction 
and thought there were a couple of paira 
of thosd horses sold that were fit for city 
work. I saw none that were spavined. 
One of them had a callous on a forward 
foot. 
They said it Tvas a ringbone, bnt it 


was not. I didn't think it was necessary 
to sell four of those horses that were dis- 
posed o£. I can buy 16 good, sound 
horses in the public market for from §75 
to 3150 each; horses just 03 good as one 
could wish for." 


Mr. Qua—""Will you go and look over 


those horses and give us your judgment 
of them?" 


Mr. 
Tryder—"Without "pay? 
That 


takes time..". 


Finally the alderman said he would 


look over over the horaes and tell the com- 
mittee what be thinks of them. 


Charles H. Hanson 


who sold horses to the city last year was 
summoned to the witness chair. 


"I have bought and sold horses for 30 


years, in the -west, in Buffalo and in 
Canadit. The price of working horses 
now is only one-half what it was five years 
ago. 


"The market price of sound, young, 


heavy horses, from 2500 to 3000 pounds, 
in Lowell, in April, where a lot of 16 is to 
be sold would be from $115 to S1S6 each. 
In April I boughs several car loads of 
western horses."

Professor John A. Brushcnr, tho fnmous 


i astronomical Instrument maker of Allu- 


ghuny, will be^ln soon thi* manufacture of 
tho largest double; photographic telescope 
ever made in tho world. It Is being raudo 
for DC, Mai "Wolf, the eminent German u^- 
tronomer of Heidelberg university, and! 
has the rcmurkiiblo distinction of being | 
the first Instrument of Its kind ever rnndo 
outside of Germany for Germany. 


The great In5trumeut was tho. gift; of 


Miss Catherine Lorlllard Bruco, who pre- 
sented the Harvard astronomical observa- 
tory \vlth LL Inrge telescope to be devoted , 
exclusively to photographic work, and tho | 
gift was made after Xrr. Wolf hud made ! 
many vain attempts In Germany to secure 
money for'tho instrument. He him made j 
many discoveries with smaller instruments j 
and very meager mcdjip, and ho \sras al-' 
most discouraged iu hi*'tiuibitlon to oecuro j 
a larger telescope tvhun an American 
•womun came to his rescue. 


Dr. Wolf had visited Professor Erashcar's 


workshop in AlR'Khany in 1S'J3, and afler 
studying the work there carefully lie ex- 
plained his dcsiro and ambition. As so;m 
as ho received the gift Dr. Wolf wrote to 
Sir. Brashear, and the hitler worked out 
the dcBigris. The curves of the ICDS have 
already been Bent to tlie optical glass fac- 
tory at Joca, and ghiss diska are now being 
made. 


There will be eight lenses, each 1C inch- 


es in diameter, and these will weigh when 
finished, 
without mountings, about -1'JO j 


pounds. Tho Instrument will be 1GM inch- j 
cs In dljtmeter, with n clear aperture of 10 i 
inches and the cxLTjLorclinury short focal | 
length of 180 Inches. This will give ft large ; 
photographic fluid, tjilcing in an area of I 
the sxy nbout 20 times tho diameter of tho | 
full moon, at the samo time concentrating 
such a great amount of light on the pho- 
tographic plat<; that the faintest EC.-ITS, 
planetoids, nobnlic and comets will in Q 
very hriof period impress their images on 
tho plato. 


Great duTiculty has boon encountered In 


making disks for these- lengths on account; 
of tho grcrit' tl Jckncss of glass and very 
deep curves. It iscxpccU:d thediskswlll bo 
In the workshop "before summer in over, 
and ubout four months will bo required to 
finish tho Instrument;. 
Tho instrument 


at present used by Dr. Wolx, equal to tho 
largest now In the world, has only a six 
Inch aperture. The Dew instrument will 
be eigirt times more porrerful. 


The advantage of leaving two telescopes 


side by side are found In repeating the ex- 
posures in order to determine with great 
certainty that tho object; photographed is 
really a planetoid. Many defects on a plate 
develop themselves where least expected. 
The double teleseopa will reduce the 
chances of error enormously, as it two pho- 
togmphle streaks nro found upon Doth 
plates, and in the same relative position 
with a star or stars, it is almost certain 
to bo n planetoid. 


Professor Brnshear, in speaking last 


night of the new Instrument and its prob- 
able worth to the world in the hands of 
Dr. Wolf, said: 


"Dr. Wolf, ng director of tho Heidelberg 


observatory, was the first astronomer to 
discover asteroids photographically. When 
H photograph Is to be taken of tho stars, 
the instrument is held rigidly and accu- 
rately upon any one star in tho Held of 
stars to be taken. No clockwork has ever 
been devised that will do tU* well enough 
on account of the difference'.in the refrac- 
tion of tho atmosphere f.t various angles. 
The observer, eonstantlyHvatchingin a vis- 
ual telescope to whieii the photographic 
telescope Is attached, touches an independ- 
ent screw, giving such a slight additional 
motion as will keep tho star accurately 
upon one point on the plate. 


"Now, as tho stora have no motion in. re- 


lation to one another that caji be detected 
in so short a time as a photographic plate 
is exposed, each star will be found as a 
small circular disk on tho photographic 
plato when it is developed and in its prop- 
er relative position. It is not so with tho 
asteroids. These little bodies revolving be- 
tween the orbits of Mars ond Jupiter will 
in tiie course of a few hours leave a track 
on the photographic plate If such bodies 
are moving among tho stars that are be- 
ing photographed. They will leave a track 
or trail instead of a circular disk. For an 
exposure of. about four hours the trail is 
one-tonth inch long. As tho trail is usual- 
ly vary faint a. second photograph is taken 
of the same region, and if the trail is found 
to have continued Itself in the same track 
then it Is quite certain it ia an asteroid or 
one of tho Bmaller planets. 


"Dr Wolf was the first astronomer to 


discover asteroids by this method, and in a 
fow years he has oddod about 40 of these 
planetoids to our system. He has also re- 
discovered by photography a number of 
others that have been found visually. All 
this has been done with very meager 
means." 


Tho eight Inch double telescope ordered 


by the Imperial observatory, of Japan at 
Tokyo for Director Tirao is very nearly 
ready and will be shipped a-bont tho first of 
next week. This Instrument was made es- 
pecially "by Professor Brashear for photo- 
graphing the solar corc^aa at the time of 
tho eclipse of the sun which occurs Aug. 8, 
this year. It is to be set up near Yeddo. 
which is in the line of totality. Tho Amer- 
ican observers ironi Amherst university 
oro already on their way In a private 
racht, <md the party from I4ck observa- 
tory sailed May 2S. 


Professor Brasheor Is nlso making all 


tho optical equipment for tho Royal ob- 
servatory at Capo of " Good Hope and a six 
inch doublo photographic telescope for 
Harvard university observatory. —Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

Ills still shoi't'aml thin in 
places, but generally It Is improving 
fas.t. Grain is growing well, and po-. 
tatoes are reported to be coming on In 
rood shape, though there Is some com- 
plaint that replanting oC potatoes has 
been necessary in Coos county, because 
of the seed decaying". Corn co.me up all 
right, but grows very slowly now, and Is 
reported to be looking rather yellow and 
small. There was a light frost on the 
morning of the 12th In northern coun- 
ties, but no damage has been reported. 
Hoeing has been beg-un on field crops, 
anct ail seeds except late forage crops are 
practically In. Much fodder corn Is be- 
ing planted. Apples are ol fair size, and 
there are a good many on trie trees, 
although one correspondent in Mei-rl- 
mack county says not EO many as the 
blossom Indicated. 
Blueberry bushes 


are hanging very full lu Rocklngham 
county. 


Vermont. 


The w'-eather in Vermont has been too 


cool for corn, but the condition of other 
crops may be condensed in the remark 
of one correspondent: "A grand growing 
time." The condition of the soil In many 
sections can be teen from the report 
from Lamolle county, that the ground 
took nearly-all- the'water from the rain 
of last. week, and that streams have been 
benefited but Ultle, although 1.31 Inches 
came on the 7th, 1.12 Inches on the Sth 
and .34 Inch on the 3th. Fields and pas- 
tures are steadily Improving, -and the 
outlook for hay is generally much more 
encouraging; yet some correspondents 
eny the ral-n was too lute. Apples hang 
on well, and there Is promise oE a large 
crop. A light frost was reported from 
Addlson county on the mornings ot the 
llth and 13th, In some sections "where 
the ground was wet." 


Massachusetts. 


Abundant rains have come in Massa- 


chusetts during the week, and lalUnu 
generally at a moderate rate, the ground 
has been thoroughly saturated. Grass 
and grain has especially been helped, 
and the former Is coming along very 
fast. On some fields the first crop does 
not show much Improvement, but the 
second growth will receive the benefits. 
It is a little too cool for the best growth 
o! many field crops, although every- 
thing is In a fairly satisfactorily condi- 
tion. Crops need warm sunshine and 
high humidity now. Strawberries are 
yielding a good crop In eastern sections, 
but wet weather retards picking. In 
-western Worcester county the vines 
that' are on the sunny side ol the fields 
are yielding well, but where in the shade. 
the frul t-ls rotting. Grapes are making a. 
good growth. 
Cranberry bogs appear 


well, and are' blossoming for a good 
crop. There are few cherries or plums. 
Apples promise well, although "one cor- 
respondent in Barnstafcle' county saya 
the 'crop will be light, although-the trees 
blossomed full. Tobacco is growing, but 
the wire-worm continues its damage. 
Onion and radish maggots are doing 
some damage. The white maggots are 
doing mischief among early cabbages In 
Worcester county. ' Potatoes are grow- 
ing fast. 
Corn needs warmer weather 


and sunshine. 


Rhode Inland. 


Over two Inches of rain fell over the 


southern part oC Rhode Island on the 
14th, and as it was accompanied by a high 
wind, it is feared some damage has been 
clone to fruit, though it is too early to 
tell its effects. Hoeing has been delayed 
by the wet weather, but crops have 
made a good growth during "the week. 
Wild berries promise a good yield. 


Connecticut. 


The weather has been too cold In Con- 


necticut during the week, and although 
field crops have made some growth and 
their appearances is good, higher tem- 
perature and sunshine would make a 
marked Improvement. A great many 
fields of grass have improved 'wonder- 
fully, but the majority of correspondents 
say that old fields especially are arid 
must be exceedingly light, as- the grass 
is virtually dead. A rust -has appeared 
in the meadows in Lltchfieid. county. 
There- Is much complaint in this county 
that all seeds have come up very poorly 
and unevenly. Cut worms have done 
much damage here too. and at Winsted 
many farmers have been obliged to-plow 
.up and replant their onion fields. Sl:ra\v- 
. berry 'picking has 'been' hindered by the 
lalns, and the fruit has decayed con- 
siderably. Cherries are ripening ahead 
of the usual time.- Corn cultivation has 
begun, and hoeing of early potatoes is 
well along. 
Rye and oats are doing; 


very well. There la a fear that the high 
wind of the 14th has-in]ufed grape blos- 
soms and other lender vegetation. ..

to the population in any given locality. 
And to us, who live in the midst of the 
misery, to wtiom the subjects "law of 
wages," "tne unemployed," "the cost 
of living," etc., nro sort of mental 
treadmills, it does seem .superfluous to 
flrasv pictures of the wretchedness in 
order to illustrate a principle- 


Yet, in the face of all their daily 


newspapers that tell them of suicides, 
starvation, idleness, strikes, struggles, 
death, very many well educated people 
talk as though they were conscious of 
nothing of the kind. 
There are the 


traiiscendentalists who prate of that 
"sweet inner voice,'"and that "lofti- 
ness of soul that can ignore the petty- 
evils of life" by which mankind is to be 
regenerated. As though hungry chil- 
dren, miserable homes and cxhanstivu 
toil could possibly be ignored, and 
"loftiness of soul" and "sweet inner 
voices'' could be developed in the midst 
of themi 


And the ministers, especially thoso 


who can be Eestheticully pions OH several 
thousand a y°ar, preach as tlioagh it 
were a mere matter of.iiricked perversity' 
on the part of common humanity that 
they choose to be poverty stricken, wick- 
ed and wretched. There are preachers— 
all liouor to them—who ore sacrificing 


them. 'J-'li?y ore sincerely seeking to res- 
Cue the fallen, to prevent vice and to es- 
tablish a 5rij?her 
standard of social 


purity, but, alas, with a lack of percep- 
tion tind narrowness that is wonderful 
in women of their nurture. Of economics 
they know nothing and care to know 
nothing. They would recognize nothing 
in common with a good trade ..onion. 
They come simply "to seek and to save 
that which is lost" in the abstract, with 
but vagu.0 idea? of how it is to-be done. 
Their work is carried on ns though with- 
in womankind dwelt a natural inclina- 
tion to drift toward vice regardless of 
outward circumstances. 
To arouse a 


taste for a life of virtno in women, and 
an amiable tolerance on the part of 
men "that will allo'.v them to do so) 
seems- to be the scjpe, of their work.

and into the "homes," crowded, fetid, 
miserable, where youth and love giisp 
and wither aud are robbed cf their nat- 
ural joys.

HEAVY FORGERIES 


Charger! ,4c,-alii,;t the Tanners' loan nnil 


Trust Company. 


New York. June 16.—There has been 


en extensive forgery of the bonds of tha 
Durham Water Co. of North Carolina, 
which are guaranteed by the Farmers' | 
Loan and Trust company. The bonds 
have a face value of $1000. The forged, 
bonds that have already come to llffht 
aggregate 561,000. The last of Ihe forged 
bonds to appear were called to the at- 
tention of Vice President Searles of the 
Farmers' Loan and Trust company on 
Friday last, by a firm ot Boston lawyers. 
They said they had six of the bonds, and 
sent on one for a verification of his sig- 
nature. Mr. Sea^rles at once pronounced 
the bond aforgery The six forged bonds 
that have turned up in Boston were 
given to the town oC" llaynard, Mass., 
by Howland & Ellis, a firm of contract- 
ors, as security for the performance of a/ 
contract on which they defaulted. The 
Maynard authorities are trying to locate 
tht forger, 
- 


trie vice presidential nomination. De- 
spite the split In the New York delega- 
tion, he Js now to be vigorously pressed 
for nomination. 


The money plank of the platform has 


been agreed upon. It Is a victory of the 
middle west, but Is perfectly satisfactory 
to the extreme east. The New England 
contingent, headed by Senator Lodge ol 
Massachusetts, and backed by the Platl 
and Quay forces In New York and Penn- 
sylvania, unred the adoption of a short 
emphatic declaration, and their planl; 
was finally formulated at the confer- 
ence held last nlg-ht. The plank was: 


"We favor a maintenance of the ex- 


isting gold standard, and are opposed 
to the free coinage of silver, except by 
International agreement, for bimetal- 
lism with the leading nations of the 
•world." 


This was to be the offer of the east, 


and upon It they were to stand. The 
leaders In the middle west states, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
und Nebraska, were equally strong In 
their Insistence upon a declaration thai 
would not be open to the charge of equiv- 
ocation. 
Michigan, Iowa and South 
Dakota, three oi! these tiers of states, 
stood out against a declaration favoring 
In terms thr; present gold standard. 
They rather favored something distinct- 
ively friendly to salver, while affirming 
their opposition to free coinage, under 
existing 
Circumstances. 
The 
plank 


agreed upon by the Iowa delegation yes- 
terday afternoon, after a four-hour 
struggle, and which is understood to 
have the endorsement of Senator Alli- 
son, 
fully sets forth this Idea. 
That 


plank was as follows: 


"We favor the use of gold, silver and 


paper as the money of theUnlted States, 
all to be kept on a parity of value, and 
the enactment of necessary laws to ac- 
complish the purpose. 
We also favor 


the use of silver as International money, 
either through International agreement, 
to secure a common ratio with free coin- 
age at such ratio, or by the agreement 
between nations, or by concurrent legis- 
lation of the leading- nations to accom- 
plish the same purpose. 


"That, pending such an arrangement, 


which should be promoted by the people 
of the United States, It Is unwise and In- 
txpedient for the United States alone to 
adopt a free coinage of silver, at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, and. therefore, we oppose such 
free coinage of silver." 


The leaders In the mjddle west offered 


the plank which follows. 


This plank was submitted to Senator 


Lodge and other eastern men today, as 
a substitute for the plank proposed by 
them yesterday, and had been ac- 
cepted by them as satisfactory. This, it 
la believed, ends the long fight over the 
financial plank of the platform. 


Senator-elect Foraker, who Is the 


chairman of the resolutions committee, 
will present it to the committee. This is 
the resolution: 


"The Republican party is unreservedly 


for sound money. It caused the enact- 
ment of the law providing for the re- 
sumption of specie payments In 1S79; 
since then every dollar has been as good 
as gold. We are unalterable to every 
measure calculated to debase our cur- 
rency or impair the credit of our coun- 
try. We are, therefore, opposed to' the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver, ex- 
cept by International agreement, which 
we favor, and until such agreement can 
be obtained the existing gold standard 
should be preserved. We favor the use 
of silver as currency, but.to the extent 
only that its parity with "gold can he 
maintained, and we favor all measures 
designed to maintain inviolably the 
money of the United States, whether 
coin or paper, the standard of the most 
enlightened nations of the earth." 


The >"e\v York Row. 


Ex-Senator 
Thomas C. Platt was 


elected chairman of the New York dele- 
gation yesterday afternoon, by a vote of 
53. to 17 for Warner Miller. The delega- 
tion met at. 2 o'clock, and at once Mr. 
Sutherland made a motion for the ad- 
mission of the press. This was carried, 
and Mr. Depew asked the further pleas- 
ure of the meeting. Mr. Lauterbach ob- 
tained the floor and criticised the action 
of Mr. Miller, and then proceeded to say 
that while It was conceded that there 
would not be any use In carrying to the 
committee on credentials and" conven- 
tion the seating of the anti-Morton dele- 
gates, still he thought that the delega- 
tion should protest against the seating 
of those delegates by the national com- 
mittee. He thought that the unseated 
delegates should he allowed to vote on 
these questions.. General McCook, one 
of the anti-Morton men, objected, and 
made a hard argument In favor o£ his 
own right In the matter. 


The matter was noted on the minutes, 


and then Mr. Depew arose and made a 
brief statement. He said: "I have r.o 
desire to occupy any other place in this 
body, • or have any other honor, except 
that of presenting the name of Governor 
Morton. My friend, Mr. Miller, has made 
a mistake In misconstruing my answer 
to his remarks to me about being chair- 
man of the meeting. I will not stand 
for chairman unftess my election Is unani- 
mous." 


Mr. Miller arose and .stated: "I did 


ask Mr. Depew whether he would ac- 
cept this nomination, and he answered 
yes, and since the meeting this morn- 
ing he again assured me he would ac- 
cept it. I stand here to repudiate the 
leadership of the man who has declared 
that McKinley is unfit for the office ot 
president. 1 cannot stand under such 
a banner. I.cannot go forward with the 
world pointing Its finger at me ami say- 
Jng: 
'How can you vote for a man 


whose ability you have questioned?' I 
regret, Mr. Chairman, that you will nut 
accept the office. I for one will not fol- 
low the leadership of Platt." 


Thurlow W. Barnes, standing directly 


In front of Mr. Miller, then talked at 
him in some of the most violent language 
that has been heard, while the majority 
of the delegates applauded. "This man," 
he said, "who was elected to represent 
the state of New York as preferring the 
candidacy of Levi P. Morton, has turned 
over to McKinley. Why? Who Is the 
traitor? 
(cries of "Miller"). What is 


'the issue? 
Why is It Miller-against 


Platt, and that alone? The people do 
not \vant to follow a traitor's lead." 
j 


Ml Her sat with trembling- lips, and j 


McCook Insisted, and named Warner 
Miller. Then John Raines rose,-and In 
scathing terms denounced Miller. He 
said: 
"Now-the gentleman has placed 


himself In the position he coveted, shal 
we choose a Republican or a kicker? A 
chronic kicker from Herkimerra/man 
whose place is never known, who was 
never "faithful "to any mail or party? 
That is the issue. I hurl back in the 
Herkimer stateman's teeth the state- 
ment that Mr. Platt has maligned 
Klnley. When election time comes, ani! 
New York Republicans cast their votes 
Cor president, whether he be Morton or 
McKinley he will get Mr. Platt's suppon 
and the support of the New York Repub- 
licans, but he can never rely upon the 
treacherous statesman from Herkimer 
Warner Miller.

The rollcall began, and when the vote 


was announced as Platt 53, Miller 17 
there was a.burstof applause.

reunions and Shipping Interests, 


Senator J. H. Galllngerof New Hamp- 


ihlre, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on pensions, has prepared a resolu- 
tion on pensions, which he will submit 
to the committee on resolutions, and ask 
that it be Incorporated in the platform. 
It follows: 


"The veterans of the Union armies 


deserve and should receive faJr treat- 
ment and generous recognition. Their 
heroism and sufferings are matters of 
history, and furnish a bright contribu- 
tion to the glory of our nation and the 
grandeur of Its Institutions. Whenever 
practicable, they should be given the 
preference In the matter of employment, 
and they have a right to demand the 
enactment of such laws as are best cal- 
culated to secure to them the blessings 
and llberltles for which they fought. A 
Erateful government should ungrudg- 
ingly and gladly contribute of Its rev- 
enues to fulfill therpledges made In the 
dark days of the country's peril, and we 


j demand that tha pension laws shall be 
construed and executed so as to protect 
soldiers in their rights and to make less 
difficult than now the.adjudication of 
their claims. 


"We denounce tha practice In the pen- 


sion bureau of reducing pensions and 
arbitrarily erasing names from the rolls, 
so recklessly and unjustly carried on by 
the present administration as subver- 
sive- ot the rights of the soldier anc1. 
deserving of the severest oo'ndemnaUon 
of the American people." 


Senator Lowell of New Jersey and the 


New Kngland delegates have been doing 
missionary work among the members of 
the committee on resolutions la the In- 
terest o£ a strong shipping plank In the 
platform. From the result of their work 
the insertion of the plank they have pre- 
pared is assured. The planjc is as fol- 
lows: 


"We pledge ourselves to restore the 


American policy of discriminating du- 
ties for the protection of our shipping in 
(he foreign carrying trade, so that 
American ships, the product of Ameri- 
can labor employed In American ship- 
yards, sailing: under the Stars and 
Stripes, and manned, officered and owned 
by Americans, shall have the carrying pf 
American commerce." 


To Bolt or Ket to Bolt? 


The delegates from the silver states 


liave again postponed their meeting, 
and it Is now uncertain whether a Joint 
conference of "the delegates from the 
different Etates will be held until after 
the committee on resolutions act upon 
the platform. 


The change of plan Is due to the fact 


that some difference of opinion has been 
developed in some ot the stataa as to the 
most advisable course to ba pursued. 
In some instances there Is a division as 
to the wisdom ol a bolt,-whatever the 
platform may be. This fact was brourht 
out at the meetings of the state delega- 
tions held'yesterday. 
It is believed that 


It may be possible to secure an under- 
standing upon which the delegates may 
act together, though it is conceded that 
this Is not altogether probable. 


The division exists In. tha Monta.na 


and Utah delegations. • The. Montana 
delegation is evenly divided, with Sena- 
tor Mantle heading the wing favorable 
to walking out of the convention, and 
Senator Carter heading the. forces op- 
posed to this action, there being three 
delegates on each side. 
i This subject formed the basis of quite 
'a stormy scene at the meeting of the 
delegation yesterday. 
Senator Carter 


advanced the Idea that the sliver men 
could be just aa effective by uttering a 
strong protest against the adoption of 
a gold plank, and still remaining In the 
convention, while Senator Mantle con- 
tended that the only course left to the 
sliver men was to leave the convention, 
in case It should decide upon a course so 
antagonistic to their belief as would b* 
the adoption o£ a gold standard declara- 
tion. Both senators are, however, anxi- 
ous to preserve harmony In the party in 
their state, and both will hesitate be- 
fore separating upon this issue. 


In Utah there is a majority favorable 


to a bolt. Senator Brown, who did not 
stand with the other senators from the 
silver-producing states in their antagon- 
ism to the DIngley tariff bill, will not 
bolt. One other member of the delega- 
tion may stand with him, but the other 
delegates will walk out o? the conven- 
tipn, in case of the adoption of a declara- 
tion for gold monometallism. 
The 


Colorado and. Idaho delegations are 
solid for a bolt. 


A. P. A. In Convention. 


The members of the American Protec- 


tive association will ask the convention 
to recognize them to the extent of In- 
serting a plank in the platform, which, 
after conceding- to all the utmost freedom 
In tho exercise of the right to worship 
God according to the dictation of their 
own conscience, will declare- for the re- 
striction of immigration to the extent 
of excluding all undesirable persons, for 
changes in the naturalization laws and 
their administration, so as to prevent 
unnt persons from becoming citizens; 
for one general, non-sectarian, free pub- 
lic school system; no public aid of any 
character to be given to any other 
fchools, and that all appropriations of 
public monoy or property shall be sol-ly

for pyi^llc institutions.and for'the benefit 
ot ev^ry claes of people, to be disbursed 
by responsible public officials.

There Is a larpe sprinkling: of members 


of the A. P. A. in the convention, but 
they are making no opposition to the 
nomination, of McKinley, as was at one 
time predicted they would.
